WASHINGTON—The New York Yankees are 
suddenly aware of the need to improve the image of 
the best baseball team in the American League. 

Success on. the playing field, which used to be 
the short cut to popularity, no longer suffices. The 
Yankees have won five pennants in a row, yet are 
running second_to the Mets as a drawing card in 
their own_home -town. I 

This-is intolerable to the Yankees, because the Mets are 
a joke outfit with three last-place finishes to their discredit. 
The clowns have been beating the artists in the competition for 
the New York. fans’ baseball dollar,..So—the. Yankees,—often 
accused of being too coldly corporate, have adopted new pro- 
motional tactics 

In an effort to humanize their ball club, the Yankee brass 
have been organizing flying squadrons, conveyed in club presi- 


dent Dari Topping’s private. plane, to make forays into 
neighboring Pennsylvania and Connecticut towns. There the 


Yankees are giving exposijre to their name players in the off- 
season, hoping to win friends and influence fans to attend more 
Yankee games 

Winning has not been de-emphasized by the Yankees. This 
js still high in their plans. But they have discovered that the 
fans’ enthusiasms also run to personalities on a more intimate 
basis than the aloof character of Yankee teams of the past 


The Mets have proved that skills are -not an essential to 
popularity. 
5 ’ . 
Fans Share Casey’s Frustrations 
The Yankees’ ownership is probably ruing the day it 


decided that Casey Stengel, at 70, was too old, and fired. him. 
Without Stengel, there would be no Met team’ outdrawing the 
Yankees, He has been the rallying point. for Met fans. They 

~—share--the-frustrations- of-Stengel,.who-once. capsuled his. awn 
plight by exclaiming, after a bad inning, “Can't anybody here 
play this game?” 

Stengel and the Mets have capitalized more on fan-pity 
than the Yankees, have on pennants. There is a natural dis- 
position, anyway, for fans to identify themselves with the 
underdog. The test may come for the Mets when they are 
a better team and their fans will become more demanding 
Then will come the question, can the Mets survive success? 
But-that season appears remote. 

The Yankees, who used to scowl at any organized uproar 
in the stands and all but frisk the game-goers for ariy placards 
they tried to sneak into the park, are now inviting them to 
come with banners. The Mets’ fans for three years have been 
distinguished for their gay banners. Now the Yankees have 
decided to be less sedate. 

It is a sort of civil war in New York on two fronts. The 
New-York football-Giants; dominant--inthat-—eity--for— three 
decades, are now deeply aware of their own challenge from 
the football tenants of Shea Stadium. The Giants, once be- 
lieved impregnable, are understandably jittery over the inroads 
of the New York Jets, their once-scorned rivals for the fans’ 
dollars. 


New Stadium Factor In New Trend 


The Giants’ owners have been shaken by the competition 
offered by the Jets of. the American Football League who, 
under owner Sonny Werblin, have been grabbing off not only 
the bulk of the newspaper space. in recent weeks but are an 
increasing force in the city. This has happened at a time when 


the Giants won only two of 14 games, their worst season in 
| history. = 
t Werblin is the shrewd businessman, bon vivant and big 


spender who took.over the defunct Harry Wismer franchise 
two years ago and last season put’an average of 43,000 fans 
into Shea Stadium for the Jets’.seven home games. The Giants 
Still sellout their 62,000 seats regularly but they no longer 
have the town to themselves : 

The. Giants, in the wake of their two-victory season, ere 
forced to brace for another shocker when Werblin un-bundled 
$400,000 and signed Joe Namath as his quarterback for next 
Beason. Scarcely had the Giants begun to wonder how to offset 
this: publicity-grab when Werblin followed up with a $300,000 
deal for Notre Dame's John Huarte as back-up quarterback.
